pitals knows how hard it is to get physicians in private 
.ife for individual and family service. 
The annies must 
have doctors, but so must the people at home. 
This is a situation that cannot be handled arbitrary. 
It would be tragic if so many doctors were withdrawn 
from normal sendee that 
civilian 
sickness 
increased 
alarmingly and epidemics were threatened. Military and 
civilian authorities both will have to be reasonable about 
:his, and cooperate freely.
